2015 Legislative Priorities, Jim Vollendroff, Director, MHCADSD~
Jim thanked everyone who attended the Annual Legislative Forum on November 13, 2014. The event

He gave a report on the 2015 state legislative priorities which are:
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1. Increase inpatient capacity by providing capital and operating funds for new evaluation and
treatment (E&T) facilities in King County, plus capital funds for bed conversion of existing
hospital space into inpatient psychiatric beds

levels.

3. Fix timelines for designated mental health professional (DMHP) evaluation to allow sufficient
time for hospitals to medically evaluate and treat individuals delivered to their care by police

4. Integrate involuntary commitment laws for mental health a
capital and startup funding for a secure detoxification faci

6. MIDD OC Member Check-in
Mike Heinisch gave kudos to Jim Vollendroff for the great job on the Legislative Forum. He also
gave a shout out to The Seattle Times regarding using client names and photos. Last Tuesday night,
the reporter contacted Mr. Heinisch stating upper management of the paper read the story and
decided not to use last names and photos of children as they were concerned for the future of these
individuals.
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Jim Vollendroff discussed the recent media attention about the new recovery high school on Queen
Anne Hill. A packed community meeting was held there last night with members of the community;
a majority in favor of this school. He noted there are only 50 public recovery high schools
nationwide; two of those are here in King County.

7. New Business
Pat Godfrey, King County Alcoholism and Substance Abuse Administrative Board Chair,
announced the Board passed a resolution to raise the age on tobacco products from 18 to 21
statewide. He noted about 480,000 people die annually in the U.S from a tobacco related illness.
The Center for Disease Control reports that Washington state raufks 44 out of 50 in their
commitment to prevention, spending $756,000 this year in t revention. Tobacco revenues
are coming in to the tune of nearly $600 million. Mr. Godfiey s Governor Insleegho is in
support of the age increase, as is the Attorney General. There will islation soon in the House
